JURY  RETURNS  VERDICT  IN  COONEY 
MURDER  TRIAL 

In  Crime  Sensation  of  Year,  Cooney  Acquitted 
Judge  D.  K.  Davis,  Flabbergasted,  Admonishes  Jury 


GLOUCESTER,  June  25,  1959  — Coming 
unexpectedly  at  promptly  3:10  A.M.  this 
morning,  the  jury  of  the  now  nationally 
famous  Cooney  murder  trial  announced  the 
decision  of  that  body  to  acquit  Matthew 
Cooney,  prominent  citizen  of  this  city  and 
president  of  the  G.H.S.  class  of  '44,  of  all 
charges  brought  upon  him.  Judge  D.  K. 
Davis  of  the  district  court,  flabbergasted 
over  the  attitude  of  the  jury  and  specta- 
tors who  cheered  upon  hearing  the  verdict, 
held  everybody  present  in  contempt  of 
court  and  fined  each  10  dollars.  (He  later 
stated  that  this  would  soothe  his  injured 
dignity.) 

Cooney,  who  has  been  in  police  custody 
since  last  month,  was  overjoyed  at  his  re- 
lease but  again  asserted  his  innocence  over 
the  recent  charges  brought  to  bear  upon 
him.  Mrs.  Ezra  E.  Horseface,  the  former 
Miss  Beverly  Black  of  this  city,  who 
charged  Cooney  with  the  murder,  bravely 
held  the  tears  back  until  leaving  the  court- 
room but  since  then  has  issued  a state- 
ment to  the  press  wh'ich  reads  in  part : 
“I  hereby  charge  Cooney,  Judge  Davis,  the 
entire  jury,  district*  attorney  Richard 
Clark,  police  captain  H.  Joseph,  and  every- 
body else  who  had  any  connection  with  the 
trial  with  fraud,  perjury,  attempt  to  slan- 
der, and  also  I am  suing  each  for  50 
thousand  dollars  with  which  I hope  to 
spend  the  coming  winter  in  Florida.” 

Mrs.  Horseface,  the  former  Miss  Black, 
was  the  first  witness  and  answered  sol- 
emnly all  questions  asked  her  by  her  at- 
torney R.  Bouchie.  The  questioning  pro- 
ceeded as  follows : 

Bouchie:  Did  you  find  the  body  of  Polly 
Horseface  ? 

Mrs.  Horseface:  Yes,  I did. 

Bouchie : Describe  in  your  own  words 
the  condition  in  which  you  found  the 
body. 

Mrs.  Horseface:  Polly  was  lying  across 
the  floor  with  her  neck  twisted.  There 
was  also  blood  on  her  neck. 

Bouchie:  What  relation  was  Polly  to 

you  ? 

Mrs.  Horseface:  (Breaking  down)  My 

baby,  my  own  little  baby.  Boo-hoo. 

Bouchie:  What  makes  you  think  that 

cruel-hearted  Cooney  killed  Polly? 

Mrs.  Horseface:  Well,  he  is  my  next  door 
neighbor  and  I have  often  heard  him 
threaten  Polly. 

Bouchie:  What  reasons  did  he  give? 

Mrs.  Horseface:  He  always  complained 
Polly  was  noisy  and  would  bite  him  on 
the  nose  when  he  would  sleep  on  his 
porch. 

Bouchie:  When  did  this  dreadful  thing 


happen  ? 

Mrs.  Horseface:  The  first  day  of  last 
month.  I was  upstairs  when  I heard  the 
scream  and  Polly  cry,  “Help,  help ! Keep 
away  from  me  Cooney !”  Boo-hoo. 

(Mrs.  Horseface  here  collapsed  from  grief 
and  was  carried  from  the  stand.) 

No  other  .witnesses  were  called  as  Steve 
Patil,  the  clerk  of  court,  fell  asleep.  He 
was  fined  75  dollars  for  contempt  of  court 
by  Judge  Davis. 

The  final  speech  delivered  by  defense 
attorney  Alves  was  what  is  believed  by  all 
informed  sources  to  have  been  the  de- 
termining factor  in  the  not-guilty  decision 
of  the  jury.  Alves’  eloquence  brought  tears 
to  the  jury  of  eleven  women  and  one 
unidentified  man,  believed  to  be  Jack 
Day.  Alves  ended  his  speech  with  words 
that  are  destined  to  become  as  immortal 
as  those  of  Daniel  Webster.  He  said: 

“Ladies  and  gentlemen  of  the  jury,  how 
can  people  of  such  intelligence  as  you 
think  of  any  verdict  other  than  not  guilty? 
Look  at  Matthew  Cooney  ! (Cooney,  by  the 
way,  sat  blushing  throughout  the  trial.) 
Those  honest,  sincere  features ! Here  is  a 
person  who  has  never  done  a dishonesty 
in  his  life,  a person  who  has  never  been 
late  for  any  engagement  in  his  life ! 
Matthew  Cooney  has  always  been  the  per- 
fect gentleman,  the  perfect  friend  with 
whom  you  could  trust  your  last  two  bits. 
Is  he  capable  of  murder?  I say  NO!  And 
if  YOU  do,  you  may  accept  this  pass 
which  will  entitle  you  to  a lobster  dinner 
at  the  Cooney  home  next  Saturday  and  a 
check  for  100  dollars.  All  free  — no  box 
tops,  no  strings  attached.  Just  mark  the 
little  word  NO  on  your  ballot.  It  is  the 
duty  of  your  sacred  honor  and  your  patri- 
otism to  do  this.  Will  you  betray  your 
country  by  convicting  this  man  ? I think 
the  answer  is  NO  ! I thank  you.” 

This  brought  cheers  from  the  jury. 
Judge  Davis  fined  Alves  50  dollars  for 
such  a statement,  but  it  is  primarily 
believed  Davis  did  this  because  he  had  not 
been  invited  to  the  lobster  dinner.  The 
jury  retired  with  these  brave  words  of 
Alves  ringing  in  its  ears  and  deliberated 
until  three  o’clock  this  morning,  thereby 
getting  in  seven  and  one-half  hours  of 
overtime. 

When  asked  what  she  would  do  in  the 
future,  Mrs.  Horseface,  the  former  Miss 
Black,  stated  that  while  she  would  miss 
Polly  terribly,  she  knew  the  dandiest  pet 
shop  where  she  could  get  another  parrot. 
Anyway,  she  was  counting  on  her  trip  to 
Florida  to  let  her  forget  this  past  month 
of  suffering.

BUILDING 

GLOUCESTER,  June  25>,  1959.  Mayor 
Robert  Malone  today  laid  the  corner  stone 
of  the  new  21st  National  Bank  of  Glouces- 
ter while  crowds  cheered  him  on  and  Miss 
Jean  Holmes,  first  woman  bank  president 
in  the  country,  spoke  to  the  noisy  throng 
of  “The  Importance  of  the  Penny  Bank 
in  the  Home.”  Mayor  Malone  was  assisted 
in  his  task  by  Edwin  McKay,  who  mixed 
the  cement. 

Malone  was  first  given  a box  of  valuables 
to  place  in  the  corner  stone  and  with  due 
ceremony  sealed  the  box  for  posterity.  The 
seal,  however,  had  to  be  broken  as  Mayor 
Malone  had  left  his  hat  in  the  hollow  of 
the  corner  stone.  The  ceremony  was  per- 
formed again  with  equal  pomp  only  after 
Mr.  McKay  rushed  to  his  hardware  store 
for  more  cement.  In  the  meantime  Miss 
Holmes  finished  her  speech  but  was  neg- 
lected by  the  mayor  in  all  the  confusion 
and  was  pushed  down  into  the  crowd. 

Mayor  Malone  then  began  one  of  his 
nationally  known  speeches  which  lasted 
four  and  one-half  hours.  During  the  last 
hour  light  had  to  be  supplied  to  the  mayor 
so  that  he  might  finish  reading  his 
speech.  Though  little  could  be  understood 
from  the  context  of  the  speech,  it  is  be- 
lieved he  will  offer  himself  as  a candidate 
for  the  presidency  in  opposition  to  Roose- 
velt in  the  coming  election.  He  has  an- 
nounced that  his  slogan  will  be  “No 
Seventh  Term.” 

It  was  interesting  to  note  the  three 
people  who  stayed  until  Mayor  Malone  had 
completed  his  speech.  One  was  Donald 
Greel,  who  fell  asleep  on  a bench.  The 
other  two  were  Eleanor  Karvellas  and 
Phyllis  Douglas,  who  sold  pop  corn. 

SCIENTIST  SPEAKS 
TO  ROTARY  CLUB 

Dr.  David  J.  Lane,  eminent  toxicologist 
was  the  main  speaker  at  a meeting  of  the 
Rotary  Club  held  last  Monday.  Dr.  Lane 
recently  returned  from  a sojourn  in  Brazil 
where  he  did  research  work  on  various 
jungle  poisons.  In  reviewing  his  adventures 
in  South  America,  Dr.  Lane  stated  that 
he  had  brought  back  with  him  valuable 
information  on  poisons  about  which  very 
little  was  previously  known.  He  cited 
his  research  on  Leimar,  a very  powerful 
drug  that  is  very  beneficial  to  people  with 
heart  diseases.  Last  month  Dr.  Lane  was 
awarded  the  Steichen  Medical  Prize  which 
will  enable  him  to  carry  on  even  greater 
work  in  his  field.  Referring  to  the  award, 
the  well  known  doctor,  stated  that  he  in- 
tended to  carry  on  his  research  and  that 
he  expected  to  leave  for  Africa  very 
soon.
